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EXAMINER'S RESPONSE 

Status of Application 

In response to the applicant's amendment received on 9/17/04. The examiner 
has considered the new presentation of claims and applicant arguments in view of the 
disclosure and the present state of the prior art. And it is the examiner's position that 
claims 30-59 are unpatentable for the reasons set forth in this office action: 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

1 . Claims 30-37,39-51 ,53-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Flick (6140939). 

Flick shows a method for operating a key verification security system where 
access, by way of entering the vehicle or starting the vehicle, is provided to a secured 
object (vehicle) upon receipt of an authorized code. The system of Flick also includes a 
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process for entering a validation mode for the security system where a (at least one) 
valid key is authorized at the vehicle and all other keys (those not in the area) are 
deleted from the authorized list. See col. 6 lines 43+, col. 7 lines 34-52 and col. 10 lines 
40-53. The Flick system includes standard vehicle procedures for unlocking in addition 
to the door handle and start elements claimed, see figure 4, for accessing and starting 
the vehicle. Flick also shows display indicators, 30-35 for indicating completion of the 
validation mode. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 38 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Flick as applied to claims 30 and 44 above, and further in view of the prior art 
admitted by the applicant (here-after referred to as APA). 

The applicant admits, in the background section of the specification that it is 
common for transceiver keys for vehicle locking systems to be buttonless, thus making 
the device simpler to operate. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to have removed the function selection buttons 
on the Flick device, thus making it operate a single function and buttonless, since such 
would have made the Flick device simpler to operate.
